environment, • reaction of the mind 
toward the outer world, or as the 
gift of god. 


"Revelations of the kingdom of 


God as it exists in the world come 
to all men, at all times, and in all 
places, but the revelations come on 
the small scale as well as on the 
great scale. 
Many -people simply 


find themselves in religion'without 
any sudden rev -lation. This revela- 
tion may come through music, liter- 
ature, or religion, and .-when it 
comes one finds oneself in the king- 


dom of God. 
, 
"The question is often asked -why 


study, practice music, read, or go to 
church ? .The answer I feel is found 
in St. Paul's passage which, explains 
the spiritual life.in art, science, or 
religion—that they should seek for 
God—to feel after that which lies 
beyond these duties that we have 
undertaken. 
"How many of us think that by 


reading certain books, or doing cer- 
tain things we may obtain spiritual 
life? How many of us feel the du- 
ty that underlies the seeHng that 
we may find God? We axe contin- 
ually doing all sorts of things that 
we feel do not get us anywhere and 
that amo-ont to nothing—out of this, 
however, comes something not com- 
monplace, but a wonder of beauty, 
reason, or personality. 
"St. Paul says—'-By patient con- 


tinuance in well-doing seek 
for 


glory, Oionor, immortality, resulting 
in ofernal life.' 
By this common- 


place way, one may obtain spiritual 
life, remembering to follow in the 
direction and light of those who 
have lived before us."

HE Neenah Daily News and Times is 
conducting a campaign which is typi- 


cal of the manner in which the news- 
papers of Wisconsin are tied up to the 
big financial interests. - 


Neenah is a city, like many other Fox 


River Valley towns, dominated by bijj 
puper mill interests. The paper mill aris- 
tocracy looks upon Fox River Valley 
towns with a feudalistic viewpoint. They 
run the water powers to suit themselves, 
buffalo the city governments, squelch the 
newspapers and maintain an overlordship 
that tolerates no opposition. 


We note that the Neenah News and 


Times -is running- true to form. In sup- 
porting the candidacy of Assemblyman 
Xels Larson of Neenah as a candidate for 
mayor, it refers handsomely to Mr. Lar- 
son as a man "who will serve the people" 
and seeks to put forth Mr. Larson as a 
man who will be the representative of 
the people at large. 


The Daily News is one of the many 


newspapers in Wisconsin that never pub- 
lishes any legislative roll calls. If it did, 
the people of Neenah might have an op- 
portunity to know'that whenever Nels 
Larson has voted in the assembly he has 
usually voted with the big interests and 
against the interests of the people.

A full train load of their citizens with 
the Dodgeville brass band at head of proces- 
sion from depot to capitol building—a fine lot 
of Cousin Jacks they were; and the Madison 
papers reported that one of the fair' daughters 
of Cornish extraction, who for the flrst time 
saw "Old Abe" Wisconsin's eagle in the ro- 
tunda of the capitol, remarked to her father; 
"Father dear, wat his it, a enn, or a howl?" 
The father replied: "Nither one my daughter, 
hit his han heagle, the emblem of this blessed 
country." 


These were in the days when Sam Harper, 


Alex. Gill, Billy Gill (now Dr. W. W. Gill), the 
Gay brothers, young attorneys, and not a few 
students used to lunch at the Chas. Slightam 
restaurant in the old State Journal building 
on Washington avenue. Bill Askew was chief 
engineer of the capitol. Squire Seamore was 
the grand old man on the square. Belden's 
Jewelry store corner was the meeting point for 
all dates and the-Burrows Opera House—the 
event of the season when Faye Templeton was 
on the boards, and Heber Robbing gave his 
calliope imitations- from the balcony. Indian 
John, and old lame Indian, still made his .reg- 
ular twice a year visits to the University 
campus and the old North Dormitory to see 
the boys an3'secure the usual dimes and feeds. 
He was ever a .welcome guest, even though 
his only words were Ugh and tobacco. Those 
days the lower campus was an open lot grown 
over with smart! weeds and scrub oak trees, 
sidewalk two to four feet off the ground to 
keep above the weeds when a wet time came. 
Often have I slept in the North.. Hall-dormitory 
when we used to smudge : out our. neighbors 
with tho stench from Dioxide jars.—Mose-B.
